Concerned  that  even  if  the  river  opens  back  up  families  will 
not  want  to  raft  the  river.  (Tears  in  his  eyes  - just  adding  the  emotional  context  he’s  in.) 


The  two  others  are  two  different  business  but  coordinate  to  provide  different  activities. 


Currently  Outlaw  Tours  in  the  process  of  changing  to  Durango  Adventure  Tours.  One  runs  the 
rafting  the  other  runs  all  other  activities  they  provide  jeep,  atv,  paddle  board,  etc.  Same  issues 
as  above  except  I didn’t  get  information  on  layoff  of  staff.  They  have  a walk  up  office  by  the 
Train  Station  so  prime  location  to  get  interest  in  all  activities.  Income  is  impacted  due  to  no 
rafting  and  the  other  activities  that  provide  are  being  impacted  because  typically  if  they  sign  up 
for  one  and  see  other  activities  the  sign  up  for  multiple  activities.  Domino  effect  of  no  one 
signing  up  for  many  of  the  activities  they  offer.  One  owner  is  in  the  middle  of  building  a house.
